To detect the presence of strychnine in cases

INSANE. 


An Old German Lady Committed to 
the Asylum. 

On the petition of the Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney, a jury was impaneled in the City Court yes- 
terday to.try Mrs. Elizabeth Prell on a writ of 
lunacy. She is a native of Bavaria, Germany, and 
about fifty-two years old. For the past fifteen 
years she has resided in this city, her present 
place of residence being on Geiger street, between 
Campbell and Wenzel.
